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STEPHENS VOTE 


Largest Ever Cast for Southland Man; 
Congress Delegation Unchanged. 


Gov. Stephens’s lead over Theo- 
dore Bell continues to grow until 
the most sanguine estimates of the 
Governor's supporters are surpassed. 
Incomplete returns from Southern 
California indicate that Gov. Ste- 
phens will go to Tehachepi with a 
plurality of not less than 90,000, and 
that he will come down to Tehach- 
epi with a lead of 30,000. No such 
vote has ever before been given to 
a Southern California candidate for 


Governor. 

Theodore Bell takes his defeat 
with good grace. In a statement is- 
sued to the press after he had tele- 
phoned his congratulations to Gov. 
Stephens, he said that he entered 
the race for the purpose of aiding 
in the fight to’ preserve the vine- 
yards. ° “If my campaign has aided 
in keeping California from going 
bone dry.“ he said, “I shall feel that 
I am well recompensed.”’. 

Late -returns, however, indicate 
that he may not have succeeded in 
doing this. The latest available fig- 
ures give an adverse majority of 
about 20,000 votes against the bone- 
dry bill, but not half the State is 
yet counted and the heavy wet vote 
of San Francisco is all in. South- 
ern California has gone bone-dry by 
at least 40,000 votes. 

CONGRESS RESULTS. 


California’s Congressional delega- 

on remains at the status quo ante. 
The Republicans lost a seat in the 
Eighth District when H. 8. Hers- 
man of Gilroy defeated E. H. Hayes; 
but the Democrats lost the Seventh 
District when H. E. Barbour de- 
feated Henry Hawson.

SOMEWHERE IN FRANCE.— 
The woods are full of strange char- 
acters, and drifting units. So many 
men have become estranged from 
their divisions or regiments that an 
order has gone out requiring any 
mess kitchen at which they report 
to provide them with meals. Re- 
cently in one day Capt. A. A. Hop- 
kins of our gallant M. P. force 
rounded up 100 of these stragglers, 
stuffed them with warm food and 

ijsent them on thelr way rejoicing. 
Yesterday I found a company of 

engineers who had not seen their 

regiment for three weeks, and had 


no idea on what part of the front 
it was located. At the time th 
company was camped in a dense 
forest, but for the most part had 


eon on the march in a vain quest 


for their regiment, following wrong 
clues and cold trails from #he 
Argonne to the Vosges. The cap- 
tain said the men were in favor of 
securing rifles, turning themselves 
into an infantry unit and taking their 
place in the line independently of 
all others. And if left to their own 
„devices that is the course they would 
have pursued, 

There is nothing: surprising or 
unusual in the presence of these rov- 
ing bands. For an individual or a 
unit to become lost in this mael- 
strom of millions in a rough and 
broken country is as simple as get- 
ting swallowed up in a desert Sand- 
storm.

At the health office yesterday 789 
cases of influenza were reported. 
There were twenty-six deaths from 
influenza, seventeen from complica- 
tions of the disease and six from 
pneumonia, a total of forty-nine. 
There seems to be fewer cases from 
day to day, but the decline is not 
rapid. 

Yesterday the Counell made ar- 
rangements to convert the Mt.

It will accommodate at one time at 
least 100 of those who have no guar- 
antee of good care when they are 
able to leave the emergency hospi- 
tals. Dr. Powers pointed out that 
many patients in poor circumstances 
financially — particularly those in 
the foreign settlements of the city 
are unable to provide themselves 
with surroundings conducive to re- 
covery after having the disease, and 
he thinks it wise for the city to give 
them a place in which to convalesce 
in order to prevent them from get- 
ting pneumonia, tuberculosis or kin- 
dred complications resultant from 
relapse after having influenza.
